MEDICAL BENEFITS 


The Federal Minister for Social Security has directed that health funds pay increased 
benefits for consultations and home visits by general practitioners, specialists and 
consultant physicians for service rendered on and after 1st September, 1973. 

The new benefits range from $3.20 for a G.P. consultation (up 40 cents) to $22.30 for a 
consultant physician home visit (up $2.30). 


. The Commonwealth Is not increasing its- share of the benefit. ‘ 
Because there are no reserves in the medical fund to absorb these increased benefits - 


HBA has found it necessary to increase contributions for medical benefits by 16 cents 
per week for a single person .and 32 cents per week for a family, to be paid from 1st 
October, 1973. oa": :

From 1st September, 1973, public hospital fees increased as follows: Public Ward from 
$15 per day to $20 per day. Intermediate Ward from $23 to $30 per day. Private Ward 
from $30 to $40 minimum. ; : 

HBA met the cost of the additional benefits during September, estimated at $1,100,000, 
from hospital fund reserves. As from 1st October, 1973, weekly contributions for hos- 


pital benefits will also be increased. . :
